E venron is doing it. It is a current popular pastime 


to try to compare the cost of buildings already built 
with those which are designed for construction. There 
are many good veasons for such activity, and it is useful 
to know how the cost of one building compares with that 
of another. The diffi ulty is that we do not have a good 
measure to use in comparing costs, and most of the time 
we attempt to compare the omparable mixing oil 
ind water all over again! 

Several units of measure are used to compare school 
building costs. Choice of a particular measure seems to 
depend on one of three factors: the kinds of costs to be 
compared acquaintance with the measure used, and de 
termination of which measure will give the most satis 
factory answer. The units most frequently employed are 
square foot, cubie foot, per pupil, per classroom and 
per subject or activity. Other units are used to compare 
the costs of special parts of the building such as the roof 
heating plant or plumbing 

The measurement ‘most frequently in use is the cost 
per square foot. Yet everyone who gives it any thought 
must conclude that it is not adequate. To mention the 
most obvious reason: a square foot unit measures only 
horizontal space Hence varving ceiling heights are not 
measured at all when it is applied 

This page (and many more!) could he filled with 
iustrations which show the inadequacy of measures 
presently in use. And yet educators. architects and school 
boards blandly go ahead applying one unit or another 
and use the answers they receive as proof that one build 
ing costs more or less than another, Here lies part of 


the danger.

HERE SEEMS to be at 


1 assumption that all school build 
ings are alike. or should he. Hence. goes the reasoning 
it is possible to compare costs on almost any unit basis 
It seems to be further eoncluded. therefore. that the unit 
cost of one building is greater or less than that of an 
other. From these deductions it is not difficult for school 
planners to reach. stills another conclusion—that one 
building costs too much. But, are the structures com 


parable?

The principle that most buildings are not comparable 
in the first place Is recognized in most other types of 


construction. For instance, people do not try to compare 


every automobile with every other. They place them in 
groups such as “low-cost” o1 “deluxe special.’ No one 
ittemmpts to make a cost comparison between a Plymouth 
ind an Imperial. It is recognized that these two cars are 
much different and serve very different markets. Yet we 


operate as if all school buildings were alike, and served 
1 common purpose !

/ \ ND SO WE might go on listing differences in ly pes 


ind kinds of spaces in elementary schools. These prefer- 
ences are probably even more complex in secondary 
chools. Obviously. buildings with marked differences 
cannot be easily compared by any of the usual unit cost 
neasures. And, the difficulty is increased when climatic 
differences are included, along with varying labor costs 
ind material costs 

And » the search goes on for better measures and 
better ways of comparing costs We should like to urge 
that each school building be tailored or designed for the 
cial purpose it is to serve, in a particular community, 
and on a particular site. Its cost then is related to the 
purposes it serves and to the aspirations and ideals of 
the people of that community 

If we must compare costs ind perhaps we must, let’s 
it least try to compare those buildings which are com 
arable. The present procedures are not helping. They 
tend t onfuse rather than clarify; they lead to bewil-

Business, 
industry, and all of the professions are keenly 
aware of the importance of professional meetings. 
What better method can there be for up-grading 
morale, creating personnel enthusiasm, and ac- 
quainting members of any given profession with 
“what’s new?” in the field? 

Look about you. Right now thousands of us 
are gathered together in Atlantic City from all 
corners of this great U.S.A. for the AASA. Our

problems are as different and yet as common as 
are the variegated assortment of people you see on 
and off the boardwalk. 

Now, I don’t have time to be here. Neither do 
you. That’s why we're here. Busy people are the 
best kind. They’re not dissatisfied; they are un- 
satisfied. They know that the spirit which eman- 
nates from meeting to discuss common problems, 
provides oxygen for the soul. I believe that people 
can still be inspired. I believe that a team con- 
sciousness works to the same advantage in bus- 
iness, in industry, and in education as it does on 
the athletic field. 

One of the best reasons I can set forth for pro- 
fessional “get-togethers,” (whether at the local, 
state, or national level) is contained in the time- 
worn adage which I use freqently, “Stay green 
and grow—don’t ripen and rot!” 

The promotion of intellectual vigor, not stale- 
mated decay, creates a desire for progress. That's 
why we have professional meetings. Teamwork 
for growth—that’s why we have professional 
meetings. The wits of all can be sharpened by the 
contacts of many minds. That’s why we have pro- 
fessional meetings. The very essence of democ- 
racy, the very essence of business, the very es- 
sence of education is intelligent, directed change. 
That’s why we have professional meetings.

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New methods, new techniques, new tools of the 
profession, an interchange of ideas with new 
friends from across the latitudes and longitudes 
of America, whether at a general session, in a 
discussion group, at the exhibits, or in a good ol’ 
“bull-session” in the hotel lobby—all of these and 
many more are the reasons that professional 
meetings take on importance in ours or any other 
profession. 

A bit of rooster psychology can well point up 
what I want to emphasize. You remember the old 
, Story of the football which was kicked into the 
henyard. The rooster looked at it quizzically for a 
moment and then quickly called all the hens 
about him and said, “Now, girls, I don’t want 
you to feel that I am critical of your work, but I 
do want you to see what they are doing in some 
of the other yards.” You'll agree that it adds to 
our enthusiasm and inspiration to take time out 
now and then to see what they are doing in some 
of the other yards. 


Today we are virtually living on a merry-go- 
round of modern civilization. With the stresses 
and strains caused by the centrifugal force of 
community pressures, we all need to get off the 
merry-go-round and compare notes with our 
brethren “in some of the other yards.” Profes- 
sional meetings, conferences, and conventions 
provide such opportunities. 

In this phenomenal era of push-button atom 
bombs and hip-pocket cyclotrons, such meetings 
give all of us a chance to get our feet on the 
ground, refuel the ol’ space ship, and prepare to 
swing into action as we return to the home base 
to again be up and atom. 

It’s amazing what a day or two away from the 
local scene—time to get off the merry-go-round— 
time to find yourself—time to meet professional 
friends with similar problems—time to get off to 
yourself and collect your thoughts (you may not 
be in very good company, but you'll be surprised 
what it can do for you),—time to look back at 
your fishbow] existence and get a new perspective, 
a new desire to look toward new frontiers of pro- 
fessional growth. Nine times out of ten you'll 
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come back from that professional meeting with a 
new lease on life—your life. 

One of the best proofs that professional meet- 
ings are here to stay is the amount of speaking 
(good, bad, and indifferent) that they have sur- 
vived. The long-faced critic will be heard to say 
“Bah, there are too many meetings, They’re just 
an excuse to get away. They accomplish nothing”. 
For him, and all of his type, I heartily agree— 
nothing could be accomplished. He reminds me of 
the cynic who doesn’t believe that anything can 
be done for the first time. “I am against it” is 
the world’s greatest substitute for thinking. 

I have often said in a lighter vein that “meet- 
ings are places where people go to learn how to 
do better the things they don’t have time to do 
anyway—because of too many meetings.” You’ve 
probably felt that way at times, too. 

True, some of the sessions may be dull, some 
boring, and others downright worthless from your 
point-of-view. But that’s par for the course and 
makes the good sessions stand out even more. 

Conventions and conference sessions are filled 
with the language of that branch of educators 
known as the “aters.” Generally speaking (and 
they generally are speaking), we have the inte- 
graters, correlaters, cooperaters, articulaters, 
enunciaters, initiaters, orientaters, indoctrinaters, 
formulaters, participaters, arrive-laters, and leave 
before its over-aters. 

YOU, as a good Mr, Educator, will be aole to 
decipher and decode all of the discussions and 
speeches as they come hot off the pedagogical 
griddle and decide which are good for application 
back home in your neighborhood. 

Now I can’t guarantee how worthwhile a pro- 
fessional meeting will be to you. Neither can you 
predict what it will mean to me. YOU are the 
important factor about whether or not it will be 
worthwhile. You'll get just about as much out of 
the meeting as you are willing to put into it. A 
professional meeting is sort of an “Operation 
Bootstrap.” Your attitude determines whether or 
not you get a lift out of being there. 
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The need for and the importance of continuous 
in-service training is ever significant. Business 
and industry recognizes this fact more and more. 
Many members of the professicn have a tendency 
to become bogged down into the proverbial rut 
of self-complacency. Professional meetings can 
and do help all of us keep our sights high, re- 
newing and refreshing our stamina and vision for 
the work we have to do. Professional meetings 
give Mr. Educator an opportunity to clear the 
air and think a bit about some of the basic funda- 
mentals for which he originally prepared. 

The American public is focusing more and more 
attention upon the work of the schools. The educa- 
tional program is being scrutinized more carefully 
than ever before and we are being held responsi- 
ble for a favorable outcome. The school is not only 
the chief democratic agency in a community, but 
also its chief hope for the reconstruction of so- 
ciety. An adequately trained and inspired person- 
nel must be maintained or the job can’t de done. 

Via drive-in conferences, institutes of instruc- 
tion, workshops, conventions, and other media of 
pooling people and information, we must chal- 
lenge and stimulate members of the profession 
to define and accept their rightful opportunities 
and responsibilities to American youth. 




























































Besides which, the warmth of a handshake, a 
slap on the back (high enough that it can be con- 
sidered a compliment), a cheery hello from a 
friend from up Westchester or down ol’ Texas 
way, are among the many reasons that keep us at- 
tending professional meetings. 

The profession would fall apart without our 
meetings, A meeting is more than just people. It 
is a spirit. That spirit, united, can do great things. 
You can’t legislate it. It’s a quality that has to be 
caught, by you, and you, and me. It incites a 
warm, wonderful feeling, a feeling of comradery 
and belonging that inspires us to say, “I’m proud 
of my profession.” 

That greatest of all Sales Manuals suggests 
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that “Where there is no vision, the people per- 
ish.” Professional meetings provide the spark for 
a professional vision—a look beyond the moun- 
tains. Tennyson, in his Ulysses says: “Come, my 
friend, ’tis not too late to build a better world.” 
Likewise, it can be said, “Come, my friends, ’tis 
not too late to build a better profession.” That, in 
a nutshell, makes professional meetings most im- 
portant in your professional life and mine. 

Too often too many people attend professional 
meetings, listen to speeches, recite pledges, pass 
resolutions, appoint committees, and then go back 
home with the mistaken idea that all of the prob- 
lems of the profession have been solved. Nothing 
could be farther removed from the fact. 


The end is really the beginning 


Whether or not your being in Atlantic City at 
the AASA meetings in February is worth the time 
and energy involved depends upon what all of 
us, as members of the profession, do on a day-to- 
day basis after leaving the convention. 

Yes, professional meetings are necessary. Don’t 
be just a joiner. To get more you have to do more, 
Be an attender and a participator—don’t just sit 
on the bank and wiggle your toes in the water. 
Jump in—get wet all over. C’mon in. The water’s 
fine. The joy of being alive comes from immersion 
in something that we know to be bigger, better, 
and more enduring than we are. 

Professiona] meetings are the heartthrob and 
the cornerstone upon which a profession is built 
and by which it is perpetuated. Our profession 
can be no stronger or no weaker than we are. 
These meetings provide the medium for planning, 
working, and learning together. 

It has been bandied about here and there that 
educators’ wives believe in and like to attend pro- 
fessional meetings, such as the AASA. I think 
that’s good, too, don’t you?

Tae real wages of teachers declined very slightly 
during the month of December. The index of real 
wages was 145.0 (1989-100). In November, the 
index was 145.4. The dollar wages of teachers con- 
tinued to advance, but the cost of living has ad- 
vanced more rapidly. 

Teachers’ salaries made a very satisfactory 
gain during 1956. Under ordinary circumstances 
one would say that increase was entirely satis- 
factory. However, there are some unusual things 
happening in the American economy. 

The average salary of executives in industry 
increased well over five percent last year, The 
average wage increase in many industries was 
well over five percent. Wage increases have been 
going on for many years in many fields—for ex- 
ample; wages in the entire building and automo- 
bile industry have passed above $100 a week, as 
have the wages in many steel mills. Careful stud- 
ies of the steel industry indicate that average 
wages have increased over ,eight percent each 
year since the end of the war. 

The increase in output in these industries has 
not equalled the rise in wages. This is simply 
another way of saying that inflation is taking 
place and teachers’ salaries have been, and will be 
affected by it. 

From some standpoints this inflationary pres- 
sure in the economy is the most difficult issue for 
education, The startling fact is that although 
teachers’ salaries rose about five percent last year, 
teachers were still seemingly worse off at the end 
of the year than they were at the beginning. This 
is certainly true if you compare teachers’ salaries 
with wages in other occupations. Since the cost of 
living of teachers rose only about three percent, 
it can be said that the real wages of teachers in- 
creased between two and three percent. If salaries 
had not risen risen more than teachers’ salaries, 
the situation would be fairly good, and if prices

had not risen at all, the situation regarding teach- 
ers’ salaries would be fairly satisfactory. 

There will be a net increase of well over a mil- 
lion in school enrollmerit in 1957. This would 
normally require another 30,000 teachers and to 
pay these teachers will require an additional three 
or four hundred million dollars. In addition, some 
80,000 classrooms will have to be built. This could 
cost well toward $1 billion. Therefore just provid- 
ing for the students entering school next year 
could require something in order of $1.5 billion. 

These figures make no provision for raising the 
salaries of the present teachers, If prices mount 
another two or three percent this year, teachers’ 
salaries will have to follow suit to remain at the 
same level. If other wages and salaries continue to 
rise at the rate of 5 percent a year, teachers’ sal- 
aries should increase this much in order to hold 
their relative position. This could add another 
one-half billion dollars to the necessary school ex- 
penditures. Putting the figures together, it looks 
as though educational expenditures should spiral 
upwards by at least $2 billion during the year. It 
is going to be extraordinarily difficult to get the 
American public to increase their expenditures by 
any such amount, 

The most serious matter facing education from 
the financial standpoint is that the expenditure 
for the larger numbers is likely to go on for many 
years. Unless there is a decline in the general 
price increases, the schools will have to face the 
problem of raising large sums of money because 
of the rising prices. Great increases in the number 
of children entering elementary schools are in- 
evitable. Many authorities think that the num- 
bers in colleges will at least double during the 
next ten years. Providing for these increases is 
going to require as much ingenuity as possible. 

Any measure halting or slackening the rise of 
prices and thus preventing additional amounts 
from having to be spent will make the educational 
task much easier during the years immediately 
ahead. As far as 1957 goes, it seems safe to as- 
sume that there will be a further price rise and 
therefore a real effort must be made to get a sub- 
stantial increase in teachers’ salaries.

T HERE IS ONLY one thing about ‘Tomorrow's School that is 
certain—there will be a change. In America, the big change is the 
great tradition, usually for the better. What the big change in edu 


cational architecture will be, of course, we don’t know. But this is 





our view. 

We see Tomorrow’s School as no box which packages learning 
in time containers (8:30 to 3:30), or bundles of age groups (6 
through 11, 12 through 14, 15 plus) or some specific or temporary 
educational structure (departmentalization or subject matter in 
tegration ). 

We see ‘Tomorrow’s School as having the timeless quality—a cer- 
tain dynamics—which allows it to be adapted to any educational pro 
gram, any age group, any designated period of learning. This must 
be, because education, like the American way of life, is ever chang 
ing, never static. 

We believe Tomorrow’s School as presented is a dynamic archi- 
tecture designed for a dynamic education. We think it is a pretty 
good solution to the educational problem of the future. Note this, 
however: We are presenting it as a solution, not the solution. We 
live in hopes, and optimism, that when the future arrives the great 
architects and the great educators in this nation will join hands and 
come up with far better and more imaginative solutions tailored for 
cach specific locality. 

Tomorrow's School has many features of architectural and edu 
cational significance; but these that appear on the following pages

The Learning Labs 

The Canopy offers the quality of permanency 
while the Learning Labs—like enlarged cake covers— 
offer versatility, convertibility, expansibility and mo 
bility. ‘These Learning Labs will be under the con 
crete canopy. They will be for all ages because Sandy 
Loam wants her people, particularly the family units, 
to go to school together at times. America must have 
a well-informed people. 

These Learning Labs will provide a variety of en- 
closed spaces for up to 150 people. ‘They are mobile, 
weigh very little, and two men can move all but the 
largest. ‘They are so light because they have no heat 
ing and air conditioning equipment, no electrical 
equipment, no sinks, no toilets o1 plumbing and no 
built-ins! In fact, they have very little flooring. 

These enlarged, plastic-topped covers can fit over 
the equipment and space for most any learning ex 
perience that requires enclosed space. Our sketches 
show them in three sizes—20 feet, 36 feet, 52 feet in 
diameter. Most any kind of arrangement can _ be 
achieved. 

For example, if three teachers decide to conduct a 
unit of work together they simply call the Central 
Service (real important in this school) and say they 
want three middle-sized units arranged in such and 
such a way. If a learning situation calls for a 100 
pupil group, which at times may be busted up into 
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These diagrams show some of the many ways the 
learning labs can be grouped: 1. With elevators down, 
the promenade is actually a template. 2. With eleva- 
tors up flush and labs stored in Central Service, a 2- 
acre floor area is created. 3. Typical finger plan with 
largest lab as multifunctional space. 4. Quadruplex 
arrangement. 5. This plan creates 5 interesting 
patios. 6. A grouping of large and small labs, par- 
ticularly adaptable to a multi-group teaching situa- 
tion.

Grouping possi 
bilities are innumerable and would be no more difh 
cult than making up a freight train in a railroad yard. 


small groups, the Central Service could easily at 
range, overnight, the largest Learning Lab connected 
to the smaller ones for the small groups. 

If the President or some other notable comes to 
Sandy Loam, or if the neighborhood decides to have 
a concert for an audience of as many as 15,000, these 
Learning Labs are simply dismantled and stored in 
Central Service and the concrete canopy provides an 
umbrella for the big meeting. 

The Learning Labs can be easily modified and ar- 
ranged to create the administration unit and can be 
converted and enlarged from time to time to conform 
to the changing needs. Offices of the counselors, 
music, arts and crafts coordinators as well as P.E. 
recreation directors also may be housed in the Learn- 
ing Labs. 

Although shown to be round, the Learning Labs 


could be most any shape. ‘The walls are made up of 
prefabricated units which are interchangeable and 
allow innumerable shapes, like an enormous erector 
set. The plastic-top roofs on nylon cable supports can 


be adapted to most any shape. 

For that matter, the Learning Labs can be com 
pletely replaced every ten years or so. Thus, the cake 
cover Learning Labs have flexibility with all its rami 
fications—versatility, convertibility, expansibility, mo 
bility, and even demountability.

Central Service 


Lhe Central Service, located on the level below 
the Friendship Promenade, is the heart of Tomor 
row s School It serves the learner very much like the 
service basement of a huge supermarket serves the 
customer. In fact, it even takes on an appearance 
similar to the service level of the supermarket, with 
its tugs, trailers, fork lifts and conveyors—all for one 


purpose, to serve the Learning Labs. As technology 
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and teaching methods develop, the Central Service 
may function with complete automation. 

Here’s how it works. Miss Jones, one of the execu- 
tive teachers, has already developed the educational 


specifications for a certain learning experience. She 
calls Central Service and says that next Tuesday she 
is going to start a new unit of work in science and

One of the Learning Labs will be set up by Cen 
tral Service for Billy and his dad as well as his friend 
Tom and his father, who have plans to build a trailer. 
This particular Learning Lab will be very easy to set 
up because Central Service has only to furnish the 
necessary power saws, hand tools and work benches. 
It will, however, have to order some additional wood 
and some special waterproofing not in stock. When 
April 20 rolls around, Central Service has the stage 
all set for another exciting learning experience in 
volving the entire family. 

Central Service, therefore, serves as a storage and 
distribution point for all teaching equipment and sup 
plies, audio-visual aids, hand tools, power tools and 
benches, building supplies, recreational equipment, 
display cages for birds and animals, aquariums, terra 
riums, science equipment, mobile kilns, easels and all 
types and sizes of furniture to serve both child and 
adult. 

Central Service will also be the food service center. 
Dining can either be in each individual Learning 
Lab or the Promenade can be set up for dining by 
a grouping of these plastic envelopes.

On the Service level, also, is the Teacher's Retreat 
where the men can relax and smoke black cigars and 
the women can have a few minutes of peace and 
quiet. On this same level is also the mechanical room. 

Tomorrow’s School serves the community not only 
as an educational, recreational and cultural unit, but 
also as a protection unit. The well protected Service 
level doubles as the Sandy Loam Civil Defense Shel 
ter during tornadoes or hurricanes and possible air 
raids. The public toilets, lockers, shower facilities 
and food handling service are ideally located on this 
lower level for taking care of large masses during 
emergencies. 


Teaching Elevators 


The sketches on a previous page show the floor plan 
as it looks under the Canopy—the Friendship Prome 
nade level. The circles are the Teaching Elevators. 
The Teaching Elevator is the vertical service device 
between the Learning Labs and Central Service. The 
elevator, 20 feet in diameter, also forms a part of the 
floor in the 30-foot Learning Lab with a possible split 
effect, and a disappearing stage in the 52-foot Learn- 
ing Lab. The Teaching Elevator is operated by a 
simple, economical hydraulic lift, the kind you find 
in any gas station. 

There are 49 of these elevators and their openings 
serve as templates for setting the Learning Labs. As 
some of the sketches show, these elevator openings

are so located that most any arrangement and com 
bination of Learning Labs can be made. They can be 
strung out in a row like today’s tinger plan classroom 
quadruplexes, or take some form uncommon today of 
combining large teaching spaces with small spaces. 

Che grouping of Learning Labs may vary from day 
to day, week to week, month to month, depending 
on the program. It will be no more trouble to make 
up any of these varieties of arrangements under the 
Canopy than it would be to make up a freight train 
in a railroad yard. 

The Teaching Elevator is the key to economical 
flexibility. It is big enough to lift the smallest teach 
ing lab intact to the Promenade level and, of course, 
it is of sufficient size to lift all of the parts of the two 
larger units to the upper level. It is strong enough to 
raise very large and heavy visual aids. For example, a 
tractor or an automobile could very easily be lifted 
into the Learning Lab 

The old problem of furniture size for both chil 
dren and adults is licked. By a push of a button to 
lower the Teaching Elevator into ¢ entral S¢ rvice, a 
complete furniture change can be made in a matte: 
of minutes. 

These 49 elevators have usages other than as verti 
cal lifts. When the largest Learning Lab is being 
used for large group activities, the Tea hing Elevator 
can be used asa disappearing stage tor a theater-in 
the-round or for an elaborate scientific demonstration.

Note that in one of 
the sketches showing a Learning Lab arrangement, a 
patio is created and a garden is obtained by lowering 
the Teaching Elevator. 

When the Promenade is cleared for a mass meeting 
of neighbors of Sandy Loam or for a concert, one or 
two of the elevators can be raised for the necessary 
platform. These are only a few of the many possible

As has already been pointed out, the walls of 
the Learning Labs consist of prefabricated movable 
panels, Some of these panels can be transparent with 
materials of many different colors and shades. Others 
can be of translucent materials with as many different 
colors and shades. And of course other panels could 
include a wide range of solid colors and textures. 


Also, as has already been suggested, these wall 


panels can consist of butterflies and leaves sandwiched 


between sheets of plastic, or they can be scientific 


drawings or maps of Sandy Loam. For that matter,

The Family Bowl 


Located on the lake is the Family Bowl, an outdoor 
theater.

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Questions and Answers 

Is this school practical? Our answer: It could be 
built today. And after a period of development where 
the prefab panels could be mass produced, the school 
could certainly be built very economically. Relative 
cost of this plant, compared to present average con 
struction, would likely not be more and could cer 
tainly be less. 

But does it have educational feasibility? That 
depends on education. If education continues to 
change, and we think it will, this type of school will 
not only be feasible but also be a down-to-earth solu 
tion to some of the educational problems of a very

Here in New York City, the board 
of education is experimenting with 
many different ways to meet the 
needs of these “vulnerable children 
One such program is the “All-Day

As the 
children have remarked, “Two teach- 
CTs know more than one teac her and 
we get to learn more when only a 
few of us can have a teac her to our- 
selves.” 

Many children in these areas lack 


knowledge of our cultural heritage. 


An effort is made therefore. to build 
a curriculum suited to the neighbor- 
hood needs. The importance of the 
role of every human being is stressed, 
and children learn that their parents 
too are community helpers. Gaining 
respect for oneself is the first step 
in building good citizenship. 

From 3:00 to 5:00 o'clock. each 
of the group teachers works with 
about 25 children in a specialized 
recreation program. In a more in- 
timate relationship with a warm and 
understanding adult, they become 
more secure, find interests for them- 
selves, and learn to participate in 
group activities. Thus the learning 
process is greatly aided. 

Knowing these children during the 
school day helps the leader under- 
stand the child’s strengths and weak- 
nesses, As teachers become better 
acquainted with the children and 
their families, they find certain prob- 
lems which defy solution in the class- 
room or in the after school program.

Only 54.95 per- 
cent of the needed 60 percent affirma- 
tive vote to amend St. Paul’s city 
charter was received; and only 31 
percent of the registered voters voted 
on the issue. 

Although the failure of the meas- 
ure was blamed on the low vote, the 
real reason for the unfavorable vote 
could not easily be pinpointed. Every 
prominent civic and 
leader had

age. There was no organized op- 
position, but there were organizations

Immediately after the November

In fact, the new proposed amend- 
ment provided for an additional $1,- 


627.575 for schools in 1957. This 
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was over $300,000 more than the 
earlier amendment. More important, 
the new amendment contained a slid- 
ing scale that provided for propor- 
tional increases in funds as enroll- 
ments increased. 

A spirited 


teacher, and volunteer groups fol- 


campaign by PTA, 


lowed the framing of the amendment 
by the Charter Commission. There 
were some groups that refused to 
take a stand one way or the other. 
The widely representative board of 
education unanimously urged that 
the amendment be passed so that 
teachers’ salaries might be increased 
$500 per annum, a $200 increase 
over the allotment in the previous 
proposal. 

Despite a well-planned ac live cam 
paign, the charter amendment got 
only 53 percent of the vote cast on 
\pril 24, again failing passage. 

As before, there was consterna 
tion among educators and the friends 
f education, and teachers’ morale 
temporarily hit an all-time low. How- 
ever, almost immediately after the 
voting results became known, the 
Chamber of Commerce called for the 
creation of a Committee of One Hun 
dred to consider what should he 
done. 

It was announced that the schools 
had been able thus far to employ only 
25 of the needed 169 new teachers. 
Teachers presently employed in St. 
Paul, especially the younger ones, 
hegan to look for positions elsewhere. 

But the superintendent, the board 
of education, the loyal PTA and civic 
leaders did not lose heart. Numerous 
conferences were held between the 
school administration, community 
leaders, board members, members of 
the press, labor leaders, and business- 
men. All were agreed that a serious 
emergency faced the schools and the 
city. Even some who had been skepti- 
cal during the second campaign were 
now shocked into recognizing the 
harsh reality that the failure had 
brought into being. 

It was at this point that the board 
of education displayed a degree of 
statesmanship that has seldom been 
equaled. Still filled with determina 
tion, the board and its staff, on May 
2, voted to cut services, including 
athletics, extra-curricular activities. 
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kindergartens, free use of school 


buildings, enriched elective _ pro- 
grams, and reducible maintenance in 
order to grant a salary increase of 
$500 to all professional employes be- 
ginning September 4. This move was 
not precipitate—leaders of various 
school and community groups had 
heen canvassed quietly about the ad- 
visability of the move. 

After various meetings to discuss 
the action, it rapidly became obvious 
that local sentiment, at least among 
community leaders, was solidly be 
hind the board’s action. More slowly, 
the feeling grew that increased num 
bers of citizens were becoming aware 
that “something must be done.” Of 
course, not everything was sweetness 
and light. There were many ques 
tions and many irate demands for 
further information, all of which 
were met as completely as possible. 

The new Citizens Committee’ of 
One Hundred was finally formed. It 
was widely representative, even in 
cluding those who had been publicly 
critical of previous proposals. The 
committee studied school and city 
needs, and submitted a_ financing 
schedule to the Charter Commission 
which adopted the recommendation, 
and then asked the City Council to 
submit it to a vote of the people. 

The commission's proposal pro 
vided increased funds for the 1957 
budget, amounting to $1,790,000 in 
addition to funds to restore curtailed 
services for 1956. There was also a 
provision for increasing funds avail- 
able for the schools in proportion to 
increases in enrollment. Put to a vote 
on August 7, this amendment was 
passed with a 63 percent majority 
the heaviest vote a special election 
ever polled in St. Paul 

Following the election, the school 
administration shifted into “emer 
gency speed.” The staff had been 


busy all summer 


regarding almost every- 
“one if it passed—the other 
if it failed.” But the big job was one 


that could not be done in advance.

This was the employment of well 
over one hundred teachers late in 
the summer after the hiring season 
was well over. In spite of the diffi- 
culties, the schools opened September 


1 with very few “soft” spots. These. 


the superintendent, board, and staff 
believe can be rectified, thus keep- 
ing permanent or long-time damage 
at a minimum. The final passfige of 
the amendment assured the continu- 
ance of the salary schedule passed 
in the summer and its further im- 
provement as of January, 1957. 

There are some lessons to be 
gained from a close study of what 
happened in St. Paul. There are some 
strange anomalies in the situation 
and there is much that confirms 
previous convictions: 

|. When it becomes clear that 
the situation really demands action, 
the people will come through. 

2. The people need to understand, 
and to have faith that the need is real. 

}. Little can be done without the 
tive support of the great majority 
of school patrons Work closely with 
parents. 

1. Some opposition, even unfair 
opposition, may be a positive advan 
tage in getting out a favorable vote. 

5. Courageous leadership __ is 
necessary and it sometimes means 
dramatizing the need by avoiding 
easy compromise. 

6. Approval by community lead- 
ers is not enough. The rank and file 
doesn’t always follow through on a 
secret ballot. Grass roots involt ement 
is essential. 

‘? Despite opinion to the con 
trary, voters will approve salary in- 
creases when the need is presented, 


&. Support by newspapers, radio, 


and television is invaluable, but is 


not enough. Don’t worry about an 
occasional “bad break” in the mass 
media output. 

9. Provide facts and figures to 
all who request them, even when it 
is obvious they will be used by the 
; opposition.” 

10. The role of the superintendent 
of schools cannot be overestimated. 

He must know who speaks for 
whom, and sometimes he must deal 
with opposition at its basic source, 
not at its mouthpiece. He often must 
take a lot of blame while he garners 
little credit. 

Some interesting things occurred 
in the course of the three campaigns. 

1. In each election, the amount of

2. All three amendments provided

I INGING PILONES, rattled nerves and 


a mounting state of anxiety began to 
engull the administrative offices for 
the Los Angeles City Schools and 
many of the city’s 400 principals in the 
spring of L952. Authorization had been 
vivens by the board of education to 
place three bond issue proposals total 
ing $146,000,000° and two requests 
for increases in tax rates on the ballot 
for the June 3 general election. As a 
resull, parents, civic groups, churches 
Hewspiapers and many Los Angeles 
citizens were demanding to know what 
the measures were all about. 

History repeated itself three years 
later when more hool bond proposals, 


this time adding up to $133,000,000, 
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such issues into the campaigns. Re- 
ligious leaders of all faiths endorsed 
each of the campaigns. 

Much more could be said about 
the three campaigns than has been 
attempted here. The dramatic, states- 
manlike, and probably unprecedented 
action of the board of education is 
of particular interest. It is worthy of 
note, also, that it was not the size 
of the possible tax increase that 
seemed to bother the voters as much 
as it was doubt of the need. When 
they finally became convinced, the 
voters acted. The St. Paul Story could 
really be sub-titled ‘“The Sad Ending 
That Didn't Occur.”

Even then however, the job wasn't 
completed. Once the election was over 
the School Bond Information Center 
carefully compiled records and de 
veloped evaluations of its activities. 
Finally, the Information Center per- 
sonnel was able to return to regular 
assignments throughout the city follow- 
ing their effective and worthwhile, if 
somewhat unique, educational mission. 

After a careful study of this infor- 
mational program during 1952) and 
1955, other communities and school 
eystenis might likewise recognize their 
added responsibility when issues in 
volving their children’s welfare require 


the attention of parents and others 


Naturally, the duty of informing the 
community is a continuing one; but 
all educators must adapt and expand 
their efforts when special demands, 
such as Los Angeles’, arise. 

With such an active organization 
bent on providing a decent education 
for youngsters however, school admin- 
istrators and teachers must remember 
that the community itself must be an 
enthusiastic partner. In both major 
programs in Los Angeles, the effort 
would have been lost without the tire- 
less enthusiasm of the PTA. Its mem- 
bers not only delivered literature

rHERE IS IN AMERICA today a be- 
lief that education is one of our 
major tools in achieving security, 
peace, and a better iife—the attain- 
ment of our democratic ideal through 
active involvement of citizens groups 
in school programs. 

The American school has always 
had a certain amount of citizen par- 
ticipation. Are not boards of educa- 
tion such citizens groups? However, 


since World War II groups of citi- 


zens have been banding together as 


citizens committees and councils. 
Most of these groups have been 


highly effective. Probably their chief 
value has been that laymen and 
educators found themselves working 
together on the same team—striving 
to achieve the same goals. 

As these groups worked largely to 
attain better and 


more adequate 


school facilities, they found them- 
selves discussing and looking into 
the kinds of programs these schools 
would be offering. Educators particu- 
larly wanted new buildings adapted 
to the kind of educational program 
in which they believed. Laymen too. 


believed in this sound principle. It 






by getting a first-hand look at the schools 


Association learn 





is not surprising that in many com 
munities many of these groups want. 
ed to continue to exist after bond 
issues were passed, 

Fortunately, teachers. school ad 
ministrators and communities, hav 
ing experienced satisfaction and suc- 
cess in working with citizens groups, 
encouraged them to continue. Not 
only did they see better support for 
the public schools, but they saw 
children benefiting from — united 
school, home and community action. 
It supported the theory that learning 
takes place everywhere and at all 
times, and that it is most effective 
when the school and home work to 
gether to make it a unified process. 
But how can citizens groups actively 
participate in developing the school 


curriculum—an area usually reserved 


for the professional educator? 

New York State has recently de- 
fined programs based on extensive 
research prot edures in elementary 
and early secondary education.’ An 


interesting and vital part of both of

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these studies was the amount of lay 
participation included. Dr. Warren 
W. Coxe, director of the New York 
State Education Department’s Di 
vision of Research, felt that not only 
was lay understanding needed, but 
that it was necessary to go further 
and have the lay groups active par 
ticipants in both research studies 
The New York State Citizens Com- 
mittee for the Publie Schools was 
asked to recommend several citizens 
groups to the State Education De 


partment. The selected groups had 


heen active. positive groups working 


for better schools in their communi 
ties. Some were deeply involved in 
si hool 


obtaining new buildings: 


others were studying population 


trends; others were studying com 
munity problems: others were trying 
lo help meet the current teacher 
shortage: and many were working 
for the passage of vital bond issues 
Most of the groups saw that their 
next step would be the improvement 
of their school programs. But where 
should they begin? Their selection 
for the state project—to help define 
and make recommendations pro 
vided the answer. 

Resource people from the state 
education department and from local 
public schools were assigned to work 
with these citizens groups. They 
found the groups eager and enthusi- 
astic about participating in’ these 
state projects. Here, indeed, was a 
rare opportunity for citizens groups 
to effect desirable changes in educa 
tional programs. 

Each group was encouraged to 
develop its own techniques and pat 
ticipated in different ways. This is 
the story of how the Publie Educa 
tion Association of Buffalo con 
tributed to the program. 


This group of citizens felt’ that 
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(hie 


they should know more about school 
programs before they could) volun 
teer recommendations to a state edu 
cation department. Thus the group 
decided that it wanted to see what a 
good elementary school looked like 
They asked many individuals, chiefly 
educators, to recommend — several 
good elementary schools to them in 
the city, suburban and rural areas 
The principals of these schools were 
contacted and asked if members of 
the citizen groups could visit: thei 
schools explaining that these laymen 


in looking for 


leatures They 


were solely interested 
the schools’ good 

made this very clear—that they were 
not looking for things to criticize 
\s a result of this approach, the 
principals and the teachers were 
enthusiastic about having such visits 

The Public Education Association 
trained observation teams and sent 
out teams of two people. Once in the 
schools, they were usually given full 
access to its classes and facilities by 
the administrator and teachers 

These teams were looking for clues 
and factors on what makes a good 
school. Theis reports reflected) such 
items as human relationships in the 
school community. the school atmos 
phere, the teacher, the provision for 
the slow. average and gifted chil 
dren, the use of modern teaching 
tools and methods, and the role that 
the community played in the school 
If we dared follow the recommenda 
tions of these lay teams, American 
education could move ahead twenty 
five years in one daring stroke. 

The reports of these observation 
teams make inspiring reading. One 
reports, “We regret that time did not 
permit further visits to schools. We 
wish there were some ways to get 
citizens more interested in what our 


public schools could accomplish with

proper citizen support and coopera 
tion. We feel where public education 
is lac king. the responsibility is equal 
ly on the citizens and the community 
hecause our public schools are 
direct’ reflection of our citizen in 
terest.” 

Most of the teams were impressed 
with the quality of human relation 
ships existing in the schools. One 
report on a school in a Buffalo sub 
urb said. “One child referred to the 
teacher as Miss Barbara, although 
this was not her surname. Through 
out the whole school, the teacher 
pupil relationship is best described 
as the hig sister and younger chil 
dren of a very happy family manner 
of living and learning. The teachers 
ire young and attractive, and = are 
teaching because they love it 

These excellent relationships were 
reflected in the general atmosphere 
both in and around the school and 
in the classrooms. One group men 
tioned, “An outstanding feature was 
the lack of tension, with freedom and 
happiness throughout, A sense of 
freedom without restraint. It showed

Immediately noticeable in these 
schools was the high regard in which 
teachers were held as professional 
workers. They had a big voiwe in 
determining school — policies and 
were given almost unlimited freedom 
to develop their own classroom pro 
grams, One report stated 1 had 
learned earlier in our talk with the 


prim ipal that he had no class sched 
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ule in his office. Lach teacher makes 
out a comprehensive lesson plan, 
works it into her daily schedule and 
is completely entrusted to plan her 
day around it. There is no ringing 
of bells to indicate class periods. 
Thus an interesting and engrossing 
lesson is not interrupted or cut short 
unnecessarily.” 

Other teams were impressed with 
the skillful ways in which teachers 
organized their classrooms so that 
rich learning experiences could take 
“We found a first-grade teach- 
er at the back of the room with a 


plac 


reading group of three children, some 
children in the front were finishing 
their workbooks and putting away 
their materials, while others were 
painting al easels or on the floor 
and still others were working on 
puzzles. All of these activities were 
going on at once without any noise 
or confusion while the teacher sat 
with her reading group, giving the 
rest no orders or directions. We felt 
that this teacher must be very ex 
periegced and have done some ex 
cellent organizing throughout the 
yeal m 

The many provisions that the 
modern school makes for all its stu 
dents were subject to frequent com 
ments in the reports. They saw the 
modern classroom teacher providing 
challenging activities both for the 
slow and gifted learners as well as 
for the “average” child. 

These reports mentioned frequent 
ly some of the teaching methods that 


they liked

Guiding the Gifted

| ODAY, SCHOOT leadership has a pal 
ticularly heavy responsibility to aid 
teachers to develop more effective pro 
vrams for gifted children, [tis all too 
evident that our country is experien 
ing an urgent need for people of out 
sanding talent and ability. Qur sur 
vival as a nation, it has been said 
depends upon our success ino outdis 
lancing communist countries in tech 
nological achievements. Not only do 
we need capable scientists, but the 
growing complexity of our socio-eco 
nomic order has made it imperative to 
le velop exceptional leaders in all walks 


of life. Therefore

Identifying the gifted child is one of

There are many reasons for the fal 
libility of teachers’ judgments. The 
most fundamental cause is the tendency 
to evaluate children entirely on the 
basis of classroom achievement. And 
unfortunately, there are cases where 
the bright child is so bored with the 
lessons that he takes no interest) and 
does not demonstrate what the teacher 
considers more than moderate achieve 
ment. In fact. this disinterest may be 
come so acute that he may develop 
Into a discipline problem Sometimes. 
the gifted pupil will attempt to gain 
social acceptance hy deliberately hiding 


his superiority, At any rate, should we 


rely exclusively on teachers’ judgments 
many gifted children would never be 
discovered, 

Therefore, one of the administra 
tors major responsibilities is to help 
his staff develop reliable methods anc 
techniques for identifying those chil 
dren who do possess superior intellec- 
tual abilities and potentialities. 

The form of leadership required of 
the administrator to identify the gifted 
child will vary from school to school. 
In some instances, the school faculty 
may lack the background and training 
necessary for understanding the issues 
Where this is 


so. the school administrator has a ma 


involved in’ diagnosis. 
jor problem of in-service training. A 
faculty study program on the funda 
mentals of educational psychology may 
he required, Or the faculty may simply 
need guidance in the use and inter 
pretation of achievement batteries, in- 
telligence tests, aptitude tests and cum 
ulative records, 

Several methods which have proven 


very effective in helping teachers dis 
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cover and foster the talents of the 
gifted are: (1) workshops (2) faculty 
meetings (4) extension courses (4) 
summer work at colleges and univer 
sities (5) study groups (6) confer- 
ences with specialists 7) Visits to 
clinics and agencies concerned with 
exceptional children 

The administrator must realize that 
to be effective. the in-service program, 
regardless ol method. must be a con 


tinuing one, and must be viewed as 


a proup responsibility by faculty and 
admmistrator 

Unfortunately. attention to the gifted 
has failed frequently to progress be 
vond the identification stage. Impor 
tant as identification is, the program 
must locus on improving the develop 
mental opportunities of the child 
While establishing the program for the 
vifted. the personnel should always re 
member that the gifted child has the 
same basic needs as all other children 

The administrator must readily ad 
mit that there is no magic formula in 
evolving the most beneficial type of 
program for a child's complete devel 
opment. Several administrative plans 
however, deserve consideration, These 
include: (1) acceleration (2) special 
classes and (3) enrichment in the re: 
ular class. Almost any pl in will depend 
upon such factors as, the size of the 
school. the training and experience ol 
the teachers. the availability of spe 
cial equipment, the financial ability 
of the school to plan field trips. and 
similar out-of-school projects 

Probably the most popular plan 
judged by its frequent use -is the one 
known as “acceleration This is a 
form of homogeneous grouping accord 
ing to intelligence Phe child is double 
or triple promoted. thereby — bein 
placed in a grade where the learnin 
experiences will hallenge his intelli 
enCE Although this method has beer 
used effectively. the danger of concen 
trating solely upor the intellectual 
phase of development while negleetin 
the equally important physical. so il 
and emotional phases is its one major 
hind: ine 

Another limiting factor is the rela 
tive ineflectiveness of past attempts to 
evaluate and to group pupils accord 
to levels of ability. Factors other thar 
emotional and 


intelligence such as 


social adjustment, past experiences

Citizens face the issues 

In the periphery of New York 
City’s expanding metropolitan area 
lay the four geographically adjoin- 
ing school districts of Brookhaven 
Pownship, Long Island. 

\s a committee of citizens put it 
in a published statement, the four 
districts shared these basic problems: 

rapidly rising school population 
taxable value rising at a much 
slower rate 

inadequate high school facilities 
over-crowded elementary schools 
satisfactory long-range planning 
difficult because of existing un 
certainties 

One district, Bellport, had its own 
high school and received students on 
a tuition basis from the other three 
districts. Another, East Patchogue, 
operated eight grades of elementary 
education in a spanking new build 
ing and sent students in grades nine 
to twelve to Bellport High School. 
The other two districts, Brookhaven 
and South Haven, operated elemen- 


tary schools only through the sixth 


grade, Therefore, they sent all stu- 
dents in grades 7 to 12 to Bellport. 
There were two buildings in Bell- 
port. One of these was the high 
school. The estimated enrollments in 
the Bellport district alone exceeded 
the 350-person capacity of the build- 
ing. The Bellport elementary build- 
ing, located on the same 35-acre site 
as the high school, was a new struc- 
ture: it was equipped with two kin- 
dergartens, 12 classrooms, one spe- 
cial room, one library, one cafeteria- 
auditorium, and a gymnasium. 
The Brookhaven elementary school 
contained two rooms which were 
part of the original building dating 
from 1927.

A recent addition of two 


room, brought its capacity to 140 
children. 

The South Haven building was a 
two-room school. It contained one 
classroom for the primary grades 
and one classroom for the intermedi 
ate grades. 

The existing capacity of all build 
ings was computed at 350 in the 
high school and 860 in the elemen- 
tary schools. Enrollment estimates 
based on various assumptions, indi- 
cated that by the 1960-61 school year 
there would be between 1,200 and 
1.300 pupils from the four districts 
in high school grades (grades 7-12) 


and 2,100 to 2,600 pupils in kinder- 
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garten through grade six. (Chart 1) 


Citizens organize 


In February 1955, Bellport district 
advised the other three that it could 
no longer accept their high school 
students in their overcrowded build- 
ing. In the three more densely popu 
lated districts, East Patchogue. Bell 
port, and Brookhaven. citizens coun 
cils were formed. The fourth district 
South Haven. was least densely popu 
lated and sentiment seemed to favor 
accepting the 2-room elementary school 
which appeared to serve the needs of 
the area, assuming, of course, that 
there would be a nearby district to 
which high school students could be 
sent as tuition students. Thus began a 
study program by the school boards 
and the citizens councils to find the 
best means of solving the problems 

With the counsel of administrators 
in the area, the State Education Depart 
ment in Albany was requested to pre 
pare a survey to show what the fi 
nancial situation would be if the four 
districts combined. The State Depart 
ment prepared its report. But, there 
were still questions to be answered, so 
that in January. 1956. an outside con 
sulting firm was engaged independent 
lv to project enrollments and to com 
pare the feasibility of centralization

Here, after mulling over the idea for 
a year, educators will have oppor 
tunity further to consolidate their 
notions about the value of this pro- 
posed high school program. 

As a new look, or new think, in 
secondary education, Random Falls 
has generated much excitement. Let- 
ters to the editor arrived commend- 
ing (and some condemning) the pro- 
posal. “One of the most challenging 
pieces to reach my desk in 20 years,” 


wrote one reader; “A truly unique 
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and outstanding creative contribution 
to education,” wrote another. De- 
mands for reprints have been great: 
close to 5,000 have been distributed 
to date. Many superintendents who 
are in the process of planning high 
school buildings or considering or- 
ganizational or curriculum changes 
have asked for reprints to put in the 
hands of special citizens committees. 

Last summer, a number of colleges 
of education used the Random Falls 
Idea in their seminars in educational 
administration. Professors report 
that the idea quickly caught fire in 
classes of enthusiastic young admin 
istrators,

The zeal with which educators, archi- 
tects and laymen respond to this idea 
was gratifying illustration that the 
need for goal-pointing in secondary 
education was being met. 

Now Life magazine has secured 
the rights to re-publish the Random 
Falls Idea and plans to carry an 8- 


page feature on it—showing that its 


editors consider the proposal of gen- 
eral public concern. 

What do the people think of the 
Random Falls proposal? To sound 
out specific opinions, THE SCHOOL 
EXECUTIVE sought the reactions of 
eight groups of people: high school 
students, college students, high school 
teachers, college professors, school 
administrators, psychologists-sociolo 
gists, school board members and citi 
zens Committee members. 

This is what their replies told us: 

The great majority favor the voca- 
tional contract idea (particularly 
high school and college teachers) 
and the social service contracts (par- 
citizens committee 


ticularly mem- 


bers). The majority also believed 
that the program offers a sound ap 
proach to secondary education, al- 
though some wondered if intellectual 
development would suffer as the re 
sult of too much time and emphasis 
on contracts. 

Nine-tenths of the groups liked the 
idea of using the school’s facilities 
and program for community im 
provement, though college professors 
showed some hesitancy here. This 
concept, incidentally, forms the cor 
nerstone of the Random Falls Idea 
If it is accepted, great avenues for 
progress are opened to the schools 

High school and college students 
felt that the program would be more 
stimulating and valuable than thei: 
present ones in that it would better 
prepare them for life-—though not 
necessarily for college. Because they 
presently have little opportunity to 
work together with adults on com 
munity improvement projects, the 
high school students said they would 
welcome these contract experiences 

Citizens committee members be 
lieved that most citizens would wel 
come an increased role in community 
service, and school board members 
felt generally that there were enough 
qualified laymen in their communi 
ties to carry on a Random Falls type 
of program. Psychologists and so 
ciologists held that the emphasis on 
guidance through this program was 
sound and that the effect of the pro 
gram on the family unit would be 
wholesome.

Random Falls is an idea. It is a pro- 
posal for a totally new kind of secon- 
dary school program—a program which 
removes the barriers, the figurative wire 
fence, that now separates most high 
schoole from their communities, This 
program would offer what the present 
high school offers—a solid curriculum 
of common and special learnings—but 
would be reshaped to provide the stu- 
dent with realistic, purposeful experi- 
ences in the contemporary world of 
work and service (which most of to- 
day’s students suddenly “enter” at the 
age of 18); and to open the school’s 
doors to the citizens of the community 
who would enter either to help instruct 
or to also learn. Here, briefly, are some 
of its essential features: 

Vocational and service contracts, 
arranged with representatives of the 
community’s business, industry, govern- 
ment and service agencies, provide each 
student with brief learning-by-doing 
experiences. The vocational contracts 
(unskilled jobs at a factory, store, of- 
fice, for a full-day, several-week pe- 
riod) acquaint the student with the 
mores of the workaday world and let 
him feel out his vocational or profes- 
sional preference. Service contracts 
(park-beautification, get - out - the - vote 
campaigns, Scout work) provide him 
with the feel of citizenship responsibil- 
ity arid channel his energy into con- 
structive community activity. 

Curriculum, described as “develop- 
ment of individual resources,” offers a 
core of common learnings to be pur- 
sued by all students, plus special learn- 
ings planned with each student in line 
with his aptitudes and ambitions, which 
his contract experiences have helped to 
clarify.

called “class guides.” Each guide con- 
ducts a group of 25 youngsters through 
their four high school years, instruct- 
ing them in their common learnings 
and guiding them in their all-round de- 
velopment. Because of the extra time 
and effort required, the plan calls for 
assistance from community volunteers 
and part-time persons who would serve 
as occupational advisors, help locate 
community resources, coordinate school- 
community services or instruct groups 
of youngsters. 

Community service involves two-way 
cooperation: community service to the 
school, through volunteer help from 
individuals and agencies in rounding 
out a rich educational program; and 
school service to the community to 
which the school’s resources, facilities 
and staff would be available. 

School is community. Though neatly 
housed in a self-contained “develop- 
ment center,” the school as such uses 
literally the whole community ae its 
plant, through the contract program 
and the use of local .businesses and 
agencies as instructional adjuncts to 
the classroom. 

Extended school day and year. As 
the traditional 5%-hour day, 180-day 
year could scarcely embrace such a 
broadened program, schooling is seen 
as a full-time, year-round job. All the 
student’s voluntary activities—seasonal 
employment, community service work, 
sporte, recreation—are integrated into 
his educational program. 

Random Falls is thus a program 
of apprenticeship, partnership and 
achievement in citizenship whereby all 
youth can attain maximum development 
in an atmosphere of doing, of partici- 
pating with adults toward a betterment 
of self and of community.

Is it good life-preparation? 


ls it sufficiently challenging? 


Are youth mature enough for such responsibility? 


+ 


e Certainly this plan has points in its favor, particularly 
as regards giving young people real life experiences and 
an opportunity to test their vocational inclinations while 
there is still time to alter educational plans if those in- 
clinations prove to be correct. (college professor) 

e Through the implementation of Antioch College's 
workstudy program, coupled with the development and 
functioning of community government of the college, we 
have learned a great deal about the value of practical ex- 
perience when integrated with academic and social de- 
velopment. Several factors of individual growth are en 
hanced by contact with society in a real setting. 

A primary function of an integrated experience is the 
development of individual responsibility and_ initiative 
leading to a more satisfactory social adjustment in terms 
of independence and the ability to relate to other in- 
dividuals. Through working with people and society, the 
intellectual achievement is stimulated to the point of mak- 
ing academic learning meaningful and significant to the 
individual in the context of the society in which he lives 

| sincerely endorse this plan as a means of making 

secondary educational a meaningful experience to teen- 
age people and toward the creation of more sensitive, 
capable and informed citizens of the local, state, national 
and world communities of which they are a_ part. 
(Antioch college student) 
e The philosophy behind this whole idea of guided work 
experiences for adolescents is good. Children nowadays 
have an inordinate amount of free time which some of 
them use very unwisely. 

One of our principals has for years been interested in 
this matter of employment of high school youngsters. 
But state law prohibits employment of children under 16 
years and he has had difficulty in getting his plan in 
operation because of that. The job of supervising these 
young people is a tremendous one, but the idea is an ex 
cellent one. (school administrator) 
eI would favor the vocational contracts if the student 
has a choice as to whether to participate or not. If such a 
program became widespread, colleges might also have ‘to 
change their programs. Present college routine might 
seem very rigid and limited to the student who had 
graduated under the Random Falls plan. (college stu- 
dent) 
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e Social service contracts and the use of facilities for 
community improvement would develop character, citi- 
zenship and leadership, but if too extensive will limit in 
tellectual development through a mastery of basic scien- 
tific and cultural subjects. Your “individual resources” 
program looks weak. (sociologist) 

e | believe the program would be far more advantageous 
at the university or college level—and far more feasible. 
(citizens committee member) 

e The colleges would not tolerate such a high school pro- 
gram. (school administrator) 

e Many employers would not be willing and many 
parents of students preparing for college would prefer not 
to participate. (high school teacher) 

eI feel that this program does not give a_ thorough 
enough preparation for students interested in college. A 
better program in my opinion would be to require a few 
core courses that are deeply and seriously explored by 
all, and on top of that allow specialization and work ex- 
periences for those interested. 

The result would be a better educated class of voca- 
tionally-minded youngsters and better preparation for col- 
lege students. The whole intellectual level would be raised 
and no time wasted for those not interested in college. 

As your proposed program stands | think everyone 
would be getting a mere smattering of a lot of subjects 
and no time to really explore any. (college student)

SOME BRIEF ESSAYS—pro, con and in-between— 
on the proposed new look at secondary education 


“Solves four basic problems” 


I feel that the Random Falls concept is particularly 
outstanding in attempting to come to grips with four 
hasic problems facing us in secondary education today: 

1. How can we more thoroughly and fully adapt the 
«hool program to the potentialities, capabilities and in- 
dividual needs of each pupil? 

2. How can we provide the best program possible for 
flective citizenship? . 

3. How can we provide significant, realistic on-the 
job experiences for pupils, not only in vocational areas 
hut in leisure-time and civic areas as well? 

L. How can we provide challenging and worthwhile 
activities for youngsters throughout the year? 

The Random Falls program should certainly be highly 
commended for arousing educators and the American 
people to the necessity of developing plans for solving 
these issues 

I do feel, however, that some difficulties in implement 
ing the plan are apparent. It fails to deal realistically 
with the administrative problems inherent in developing 
the plan. It seems to me that the plan would have pos 
sibilities in a modest-sized American city, but I believe 
it would be exceedingly dificult to carry out in cities as 
large as Lincoln and larger. The task of finding com 
munity experiences in the area of vocational, social, 
civic, state, national and world services would be exceed 
ingly difficult in a city such as Lincoln that has as many 
as 8,000 secondary school pupils. 

Yet, I feel that some of the problems we face in this 
country relative to the education of our youth are so 
serious that we need to take drastic steps of some sort 
I am particularly concerned about the lack of opportu 
nities for youngsters 14-16 years of age for any real 
challenging work opportunities or even family or civic 
responsibilities. We who grew up on farms or in small 
villages had plenty of such opportunities during our ado 
lescence, but today’s urban youth is left high and dry

“Dulled by blind spots” 


Random Falls loses part of its effectiveness because 
all through the Idea the concept of the physical setting 


is dulled by blind spots from a sociological point of 
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view. Regardless of what we may hold as of great value 
in any community, the local mores and folkways are still 
going to be operative. 

A number of those community resource people are 
going to say: “I pay taxes to keep the school going. 
Don’t ask me to jeopardize my business with untrained, 
transient, immature kids who don’t know what my busi- 
ness is all about.” 

Community attitudes toward what the school may be 
and should be are determined not only by what we do 
today in Random Falls, but by what is going on in other 
communities as well. The absence of a lot of the usual 
appurtenances of a high school may mark this one as 
freakish or it may shortly revert to the more typical. 
This calls for shoring up the foundations of a new effort. 
It is too easy to try to be like the others—even those so- 
called lighthouse schools of the Mssc strike me as being 
unduly concerned with normative studies instead of 
pushing out for new and better things. 

Inherent in any good idea in modern American educa- 
tion must be a provision for safeguarding the welfare 
of the transfer student. This means both in- and out 
migrant. After all, one in every five may move this 
year! Other schools are going to ask about Carnegie 
Units, grades (even percentiles) and that kind of thing. 

However, I do consider the presentation of the Ran 
dom Falls Idea a real service to education and par- 
ticularly to youth education. To some of our students 
it is too wild an idea to take seriously. Yet they con- 
tinue to discuss it. To others it is a vision of the idea.

\ community is like a child in some respects in that 
one must take it where it is and build from that point. 
Communities differ almost as much as children in their 
personalities, their economic status, their social maturity, 
their understanding of education. Thus, what would be 
possible in terms of a more meaningful kind of education 
in one Community might not be possible in’ another, 

One point is not too well developed: where does the 
school program begin and end with reference to other 
educ alive and comunity SseTVice ape les in the Com 
munity?’

PARENTS TAKE A LOOK 


\ portion of the group of architects and educators 
who over a five-year period sat on and hatched the 
Random Falls Idea* gathered early in January for some 
reflections and to ask. “Where do we go from here?’ 

Setting the stage for discussion, Walter D. Cocking 
reviewed the assumptions the Random Falls Idea is 
based on: (1) The present secondary school is not doing 
the job of education that the American people want: (2) 
The present program is an obstacle to change and im- 
provement; and (3) A better plant would help make a 
newer and more realistic program possible. 

The Random Falls proposal that Archibald B. Shaw 
and John Lyon Reid came up with was not concocted 
as a panacea, he emphasized, but was to give the people 
of America something to think about. And in this they 
have been successful; for the Idea has in the past year 
been used as a resource and been discussed by colleges, 
faculties and citizens groups throughout the country. 

Mr. Reid reminded the group that the Random Falls 
Idea is not a mythical plan for a specific mythical com- 
munity. It is not meant to be a program to be sold. It 
is. instead. an invitation for communities to reexamine 
the needs of their own schools. Built upon the assump- 
tion that the secondary-age youngster is a responsible 
person capable of carrying out duties of citizenship, the 
Idea challenges some of the traditional legal definitions 
of school control and rightfully charges the individual 
and the family to reassume major responsibilities for the 


youny, 


Obstacles 


A number of obstacles, both real and imagined, have 
thwarted full understanding of the Idea. It comes into 
conflict’. here with patterned behaviorism, there with 
vested interests, and yonder with uncritically coveted 
values. The group spelled out some of these obstacles:

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Teacher Aide Trial Successful,” 


Declare Bay City School Officials 


Bay Ciry, Mich.--What do admin- 
istrators and teachers in this much 
talked about school system think of 
the teacher-aide plan as it has been 
carried out for the past four years? 

According to Paul W. Briggs, 
superintendent of schools, “it has 
heen successful. It is our belief that 
the quality of education has been 
maintained in the experiment at a 
comparable level in the general pro- 
gram in the Bay City public schools. 

“We have found that it is not only 
possible to maintain a good program 
of academic achievement but also, in 
the less tangible area of child growth 
and development, we have been able 
to attain very satisfactory results.” 

This was the first official report 
by Bay City school officials on their 
much discussed experiment, 

Reports Mr. Briggs: “Much atten 
tion has been attracted to the teacher 
aide experiment, and many opinions 
and reports have been made. 

“The staff of the Bay City Publi: 
Schools regret that some of these re- 
ports have been of a semi-sensa 
tional nature, and have claimed that 
the Bay City Teacher Aide Program 
was a panecea for all ills and prob- 
lems in education. They further regret 
that some members of the educa- 
tional profession have seen fit to

“The staff on the Bay City Public 
Schools feel that neither the over 
ambitious claims or the severe criti 
cisms represent a true picture of the 
real Bay City Teacher Aide Experi 
ment,” 

What were some of the conclusions 
local school officials reached about 
the experiment 7 

“Good aides have an active in 
terest in children, and under proper 
yuidance can be very helpful in 
creating the kind of classroom. at- 
mosphere whic h ene ourages whole 
some personality development,” re- 
ports Mr. Briggs. 

In many cases, the aide has been 


able to relieve the teacher of some 


of the routine activities so that she 
may devote more time to becoming 
better acquainted with the individual 
child in the classroom. 

“Our staff has developed a strong 
conviction that, while the teacher 
aide program can be successful in 
the crisis situation. there exists cer- 
tain dangers in its promiscuous ap- 
plication and careless administra- 
tion. They recommend that the fol- 
lowing practices be followed in the 
establishment and administration of 
the program: 

I. “Carefully select quality indivi- 
duals as aides. 

2. “Inaugurate a strong program of 
professional supervision 

3. “Place the aide in a compatable 
situation with a = good cooperative 
teacher. 

4. “Provide an adequate in-service 
training program 

5. “Place the program in a room 
large enough to accommodate the 
larger class and provide sufficient 
additional facilities to allow increased 
class activities. 

6. “Inform the public and staff 
regarding the program so that it 
will be properly understood and re- 
ceived.

Vienna, Austria—Just before the 
recent revolt in Hungary, a univer- 
sity professor lost his teaching job 
and landed in jail for enthusiasti- 
cally cheering a Hungarian soccer 
team playing a visiting Soviet team. 
He has applied to Australian migra- 
tion officials in Vienna to be one of 
the 5,000 refugees to go to Australia, 
and has been accepted. 

Istvan Pavlovitz was professor of 
bacteriology at Budapest Technical 
University when he attended the soc- 
cer match.

The next day he was arrested and 
dismissed from his post at the Uni- 
versity for loud rooting and catcall- 
ing for the home team, which it 
seemed constituted conduct unbe- 
coming a professor. 

He was given a short “beneficial” 
prison term and when released was 
forbidden to live within 20 miles of 
Budapest. This ended his academic 
career, so he arranged to escape

“There is no justification for guar- 
anteeing any sum of money for a 
small district merely because it has 
a small school,” the report states, 
adding that “there is no justification, 
economically, or otherwise, for the 
continuation of many of the small 
school districts in the state... .” 

The bulk of the 116-page report is 
taken up with the results of an in- 
tensive study of the problems con- 
cerning unification in the Dixon, Hil- 
mar and Mariposa districts in Cali- 
fornia.

H. S. Science Teachers 
Offered Study Grants 

Austin, Texas.—High school teach- 
ers will be offered grants to attend a 
special 1957 summer institute for 
natural science and mathematics 
teachers at the University of Texas. 

A $59,100 grant from the Nation- 
al Science Foundation has made it 
possible for the university to con- 
tinue the special program begun last 
summer, Robbin C. Anderson, direc- 
tor of the University program, an- 
nounced. 

The nationally-sponsored program 
is designed to increase the compe- 
tence of high school teachers, who 
play a key role in developing scien- 
tific manpower vital to the nation’s 
progress and security. 

In addition to increasing the teach- 
rs’ knowledge of subject matter, the 
institute is directed toward strength- 
ening the teachers’ capacity to mo- 
tivate students to consider science, 
mathematics and engineering ca- 
reers. The participating teachers also 
will have an opportunity to associate 
with highly-productive scientists on 
the University staff. 

The six-week program will begin 
about June 10. The National Science 
Foundation will provide grants to 60 
teachers, paying $75 weekly to each 
recipient, plus an additional $15 
weekly per dependent up to a maxi- 
mum of four dependents. Also, each 
high school teacher selected for the 
institute will be given a travel al- 
lowance.

Reserve Board, when it doubled the 
discount rate on loans to member 
banks from 1.5 percent to 3 percent, is 
a rising threat to housing programs 
for American school children. The Fed- 
eral Housing Authority has already 
raised its interest rate on mortgage 
loans. The rate on GI home loans is 
fixed by law, but there is pressure for 
amendment. Any provisions for gov- 
ernment loans for school construction 
cannot ignore this interest trend. 

Local school bonds are reportedly 
being sold at record rates. The Nor- 
folk, Va., City Council, in mid-Decem- 
ber sold a $2.5 million capital bond 
issue for 3.9 percent. This was 1.27 
percent higher than the accepted bid 
on the last bond issue sold. Fairfax 
County, Va., sold a $3 million school 
bond issue for 4.74 percent in Decem- 
ber, the highest rate in the county’s 
history. 

A fight for cheaper money is a cer- 
tainty in the early days of the new 
Congress. Representative Wright Pat- 
man (D.-Texas) is expected to lead 
the fight, and has already pointed out 
in a committee hearing that the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board stand would handi-

The Judge issued what the lawyers 
might call a nolo contendere. “If you 
examine what I said, I didn’t accuse 
the entire group. What I did was to 
bemoan the fact that too many were 
naive enough some years ago to be- 


come dupes of the Communist Party.” 


Fencing—or 

shadow boxing? 

OFFICIALS AND OTHER citizens of the 
Capital have never before offered— 
nor opposed—so many proposals or 
criticisms bearing on the welfare of 
the schools and education. 

Two schoolboard members have 
called for an official study of the pos- 
sibility of changing the District Teach- 
ers’ College to a city college. Another 
member has joined Teachers’ College 
President Walter E. Hager in demand- 
ing a new plant for the Teachers’ 
College now, instead of waiting for a 
study proposed to delay action in over- 
coming critical shortages of building 
space and facilities. Whatever the pro- 
cedure, it is a good guess that the 
teacher training institution of the Dis- 
trict will eventually become a college 

perhaps a junior college, first—as 


have most of the teacher-preparation 
institutions supported by the states. 

A district commissioner has advo- 
cated teacher aides as a solution for 
both teacher and classroom shortages. 
The aides would make possible larger 
classes, and because the classes would 
be larger, the number of classrooms 
would be smaller. 


District considers 
bond issue 


Tue District oF Columbia may issue 
school bonds, for the first time in his- 
tory, upon the recommendation of 
Superintendent of Schools Hobart M. 
Corning. He is requesting a $70 mil- 
lion loan from federal or private 
sources, to ease the acute shortage of 
District classrooms. 

Many community groups have en- 
dorsed Superintendent Corning’s pro- 
posal. These include the District Parent 
Teachers Association and the League 
of Women Voters. The Board of Trade 
opposes departure from the pay-as-you- 
go principle because of the cost of bor- 
rowed money. Supporters of the mea- 
sure point out that the immediate pay- 
ment of such a large amount for school 
construction would require an un- 
precedented hike in District tax rates.

In our central kitchen system, a 
menu sheet listing quantities and 
portions for the day is sent with the » 
food to each school. There is a place 
for helpful hints about serving. Out 
of this, a two-way correspondence 
has developed. Praise, requests, com- 
plaints and problems among cook, 
checker, central cash accountant, and 
server find their way back and forth 
on these daily sheets. Lunchroom 
workers have adopted the motto “put 
it in writing.” 


Cook goes visiting 


Sometimes, our cook visits another 
district where there is a central kit- 
chen. She wears her uniform, and 
takes part in their food preparation 
program. The lunchroom staff and 
supervisor from nearby Kent schools 
once visited our kitchen on a day 
when their schools were closed. Each 
went to a different school and helped 
serve. 

We take part in the workshop at 
the university or state college each 
summer. County and area workshops 
are held in the fall. Through these 
activities the employees find they are 
a part of a national program. They 
receive recognition for their work. 
They find that all schools and lunch- 
room staffs have the same problems 
and often find solutions to them. 
Their jobs take on a new look and 
become more interesting. 

Since we live in the state capital, 
state and federal officials frequently 
visit our lunchrooms. When the legis- 
lature convenes every two years, 
some legislators visit school and eat 
lunch with us. 

Thus we see that much more than 
feeding is involved in school lunch, 
A good public relations program 
helps student, school and lunch staff, 
parent and community, to understand 
the problems and challenges of this 
childrens’
